If Budgetary llaltatlona vara removed, ta lac tad elements of tha Striking and 
Covering Forea ahould ba malntainad ok a rotational baala In tha Caribbean 
aresy *"• parmanant relocation of certain Marina unlta for tha 312 Plan 
would docreaae raactlon tiaa for Marina elements lnvolvad. Tha ralocatlon 
involved preposition Ing a Marina Air Croup at Kay Hast and tha assignment 
of an additional 1/3 Marine Dlviaion/Wing Team to tha Atlantic Coanand along 
with appropriate amphlbtaua ahlpplnst. 
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It waa further recommended that one VMA squadron be Maintained at Roose- 
velt Roads along with one CV for eerlal refueling. The Guantanamo garrison 
would he reinforced and dependents evacuated. Preposltlonlngt of additional 
ground aupporb personnel and aerial tankers would be required to increase 
readlnaas. 

On 9 October CITCSTRIKE informed JCS, CIKCARSTRIKE and CI^AFST^XE that 
tha response to CIXCIAXT's massage of 6 October on Increased readlnaas inso- 
far as it applied to STRICOM forces would he prepared -by hla Headquarters 
alnce the action addreasees were not in e position to. aaaess the overall 
impact on the command. CXNCSTOKE requested additional information on which 
to base hie reply including! estimated duretlon of prapoaltionlng; time of* 
initiation of propositioning ; period allowed for completion of prapoaltion- 
lng ; dagtee of preposition Ing of forces 'contemplated based on prescribed 
phaalng of tha 314 Plan; and any JCS guidance which would aid in compil- 
ation of reply. Thla massage waa passed to CINCLANT. 
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On 8 October JCS referred to CINCLAMT a memorandum from the J 
concerning "the contingencies under which military action against Cuba may 
be necessary and toward which our military planning should be oriented. '•' 
SECOEF listed the following Categories *a likely possibilities: 

a. Soviet action against Western rights in Berlin calling for a Western 
response including among other actions a blocked* of Communist or other 
shipping enroute to -Cub*.
